CHILDBIRTH, ALONE. HER SHRIEKS OF LABOR 
WERE HIGH PITCHED. 


IN THIS SETTING OF DISTANT HARMONY, 
WILLARD H. SQUIRES WAS BORN. HIS FATHER WAS 
NOT TO SEE HIS SON UNTIL TEN DAYS LATER. AT 
THATTIME, YOUNG WILLARD, LIKE SPUTNIK, WAS 
ALREADY BUSILY ENGAGED IN MOTION IN OUTER 
SPACE. BuT SOON THEREAFTER YOUNG WILL FELT 
THE RESTRAINTS OF HIS ENVIRONMENT. HE SPENT 
HIS NEXT TWO YEARS TRAVELING WITH HIS PARENTS AND THE THEATRICAL TROUPE--

LOOKING ATHLETICALLY-MINDED YOUNG MAN SUCH AS BILL TO MISS THE DANCES, 
FOOTBALL GAMES, AND GOOD TIMES. YOUNG PEOPLE ARE ALWAYS SURE THEY ARE

WORKED FoR THE UTAH COPPER COMPANY, WHEELING CEMENT aT $4.75 A DAY. 

THE PREVIOUS VACATION HE HAD SPENT ON THE RAILROAD AS A SPIKE WORKER, 
So, ARMED WITH A $1,000.00 BonD IN A BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATION, 

THE RESULT OF HARD WORK AND SAVING-- THE. YOUNG MEDICAL STUDENT CONTRARY 
TO HORACE GREELEY'S ADVICE, CAME EAST. 


BILL STAYED AT BELLEVUE AS STUDENT AND INTERN FOR FIVE YEARS. HERE 
HE DEVELOPED A NEW SOURCE OF INCOME,--BADLY NEEDED TO DEFRAY HIS LIVING 
EXPENSES, INTERNS RECEIVED NO FINANCIAL COMPENSATION IN THOSE DAYS.

KEEP THE BEER COOL WAS IN THE MORGUE. SO THIS WAS WHERE BILL WOULD IN-= 
VITE THE RESIDENT STAFF FOR BEER AND SANDWICHES, 


BILL WAS A FREQUENT VISITOR AT THE CARMELITE Mrssron HousE on 28TH 
STREET, HE WAS FRIENDLY WITH MANY OF THE PRIESTS AND WAS OFTEN ASKED 
FOR HIS OPINION AS TO THE QUALITY OF THE SACRAMENTAL WINES. TO THIS DAY 
HE HAS RETAINED THIS DISCRIMINATING TASTE, 


In 1927 HE TRANSFERRED To THE Lyrnc-IN-HOSPITAL FOR A YEAR'S WORK

ALLEGED TO BE THE RICHEST BACHELOR IN THE WORLD AT THE TIME. HE SPENT
